In personal conversation during the \i0' 
coii()le of weeks, the Herald has asked at least 
100 people, most of them here in Hazard, what 
they Ihi.ik aixiuf strip mining.

Not only did most of the people wo ques- 
tioned agree that ’‘something has to be done" 
about strip mining, they were also almost un- 
animoiis in their desire to not be quoted. *1 
can't afford to get involved." they said.

All of which reminds us of two famous 
quotes by Abraham Lincoln; "To sin by silence 
when they should protest makes cowards out 
of men." 

VVe don't remember the exact words of the 
other quote, but. paraphrased. Lincolin said 
that h<- who is not willing to defend tlie rights 
and freedom of other* does not de.serve the 
rights ami freedom he himself enjoys.

1 appreciate verv much your letter relating to strip-mining 
oiierati'ms in oiir area. Ever since 1 came to Congress, 1 have 
e-ist my vote fo»- the strongest water pollution control laws 
possible and for the strongest conservation measures possible. 
The time has arrived when we must all practice better conser- 
vation methods. The Kentucky Water Pollution Control Com- 
mission along with the State Natural Resources Commissioner, 
J (). .Matlick. have aulhorily in this area. 

This 18 a matter which has been of great concern to me 
for many years originating with my expeiienees as a young 
attorney abstracting titles on many old mineral deeds. It has 
always been my thinking in analyzing these old conveyances 
that the practices which are destroying the scenic beauty of 
our area, polluting our streams and marring our retreat io|P 
potential were never contemplated by the parties to those ori- 
ginal deeds. The original intent on the part of the parlies to 
those instruments was that coal would be mined in the usual 
prudent manner without undue inierference with the surface 
rights. 

Conservation of our natural resources of soil and timber 
are vital in the future growth and economic development of 
all our eastern Kentucky area. 1 am particularly concerned 
at this time that the removal of the top* of hill* and iD'^un- 
tains in stripping operation* will greatly impair our rwervoir 
prugTun because of the ailtation and pollution of streams 
which inevitably result from these extensive practice*.
